| Results of Polar Flight May Throw 


Light on Western Grain Disease 


Montreal, April 4 (CP)—After 
a flight over thé North Pole, three 
McGill University professors re- 
turned here during the weekend 
with data that may throw light on 
the origin of some of the plant 
diseases plaguing western Can- 
ada’s wheat fields. 

The scientists, headed by Dr. 
Nicholas Polunin, 39-year-old 
British-born botanist, set out 17 
days ago to capture spores and 
poten grains in the frigid polar 


ir. 

Their object was to see what 
forms. of life are floating in the 
air at the top of the world and: to 
find out where they come from. 
During the next few months they 
will study the samples collected. 

If any organisms have been 
captured they may include wheat 
stem-rust spores, such as Dr. Po- 
lunin collected on‘a similar flight 
two years ago. These were later 
identified at the Dominion Rust 
Research Laboratory in Winnipeg 
as Spores of the disease which has 
done an estimated $200,000, 
damage in Canadian wheat fields 
in a single year. .

By accepted international law 
and usage, however, an alllance 
is any league between independ- 
ent states, defined by treaty for 
the purpose of combined action, 
defensive or offensive or ‘both.

TORRID CLIMAX 
TO. MEAT: DEBATE 
NV BRITISH HOUSE 


Conservative and Labor 
Members Nearly Come to 
Blows z 


London, April 6 (AP)—Conser- 
vatives and Labor members al- 
most came to blows in the House 
of Commons Tuesday night in a 
torrid climax-to a Jong debate on 
Britain's meat situation. 

The government received a ma- 
jority of only 62 votes In beating 
down a Conservative party motion 
to censure the cabinet’s food pol- 
icy. The vote was 247 against to 
185 for the motion. 

Conservative leaders claimed 
this was Labor’s lowest margin 
yet on a major issue. It compared 
with the narrow 90-vote majority 
by which the Palestine policy was 
approved early this year, 

The centre of the turmoll was 
Food Minister Stachey, who was 
reporting on steps to ease the 
meat shortage. He said Britain 
would spend scarce dollars if nec- 
essary to get feed to bulld up her 
beef-cattle herds. 

Conservative Martin. Lindsay, 
apparently aroused when Strach- 
ey said the speeches of the 
sition showed more political, pre- 
judice than patriotism, leaped to 
his feet and shouted: 

“Is it in order for an ex-mem- 
ber of the Fascist party to cast as- 
perationson our patriotism?” 

Roars of protest exploded all 
over the house. They were inter- 
mingled with cries of “Mosley!” 
The reference was to Sir Oswald 
Mosley, léader of the pre-war Bri- 
tish Fascist party. which has. been 
succeeded by Mosley’s “Union 
Movement.” 

Nearly every member tried to 
say something. Strrchey’s specch 
was drowned out. It contained an 
exnression of belief that Britain 
and Argentina would reach a new 
agreement on meat. 

Finally a lull occurred . and 
Strachey said: “I will accept that 
Mr. Martin Lindsay made the 
statement in all good faith and ic- 
norance. It has no foundation in 
fact. I would invite bim to with- 
draw it.” : 

Lindsay said he would and add- 
ed: “But I em sure he (Strachey 
will understand our resentmen 
against reflections upon the siat- 
riotism of the members of 
(the Conservative) side.”

Perfect ‘Astronomical Show’

First the shadow of the earth 
crept over the moon at what 
rifle marksmen would term “7 
o'clock.” One hour later the moon 
had completely entered the 
earth's shadow but at no time was 
the satellite completely eclipsed 
being always visible~in varying 
shades of coppery red. 

The total eclipse lasted for one 
and a half hours with the dull red 
hue of the moon gradually shift- 


ing to the bottom of the sphere as 

moon was about to break out 
of the earth’s shadow. The celes- 
tial show was all over shortly be- 
fore 2 a.m. this morning and once

Due to its clear visibility and

Together they do a great deal of 
inspection, but she invariably 
gives the final verdict. If there is 
any discussion as to how high or 
‘how low'the home should be 
placed, she wins. 
Sea birds and Arctic waders 
that pair on migration together 
pick the territory which is to be 
theirs for the breeding period. 
Once birds have nested in a ccr- 
} tain locality, the tendency is for 
them to re there. But there 
are occasions when this makes 
for difficulty between husband 
and wife. Ducks mate in the 
south and travel north already 
paired. When the male has nested 
in Ontario and the femaie in 
Quebec the previous summer, na- 
turally there is a difference of 
opinion.. Where do you Suppose] 
their family will be brought up? 
Of course near her old home! 
Quite frequently the mother 
bird does most of. the actual 
building of the nest; her mate may 
pass her bits of building material 
and-ellow her to weave them in 
where she sees fit, or perhaps add 
something—himself. Generally 
speaking it is she that spends 
most time sitting on the eggs and 
afterwards feeding the young, and 
so her dress is nearly always dull 
looking, that she will not draw 
attention to hér home and child- 
ren, But there are rare cases 
when all this is reversed. A good 
example is the Phalarope. She is 
the larger bird, with the more 
conspicuous plumage, and even 
does the courting, showing off her 
beautiful feathers before the male. 
It Ig she that chooses the terri- 
tory; but she obliges him to con- 
struct the nest without her help. 
Then as soon as she has lald the 
eggs, she goes off to the married 
“women’s club. 

There is yet much to be'learn- 
ed about the roles of the sexes at 
bullding and breeding time, but 
certainly the great majority of 
mother birds cre bosses in their 
own heme-.

Importance of Good

Stressing the {mportance of a 
clty having good industrial prop- 
erty to offer a potential industry, 
the speaker stated that some years 
ago Belleville had lost the Can- 
adian General Electric because 
the needed property could not 
be acquired. “If a certain trans- 
action had taken place two or’ 
three years ago this plant would 
“— been sitting there today,” he 
sald. 

“Industry and housing went 
hand in hand”, he said. In Belle- 
ville it had long been heard that 
boys and girls had to leave the 
city to obtain employment. In 
recent yearg the industrial com- 
mission had done a “great job”, 
but he warned that there was still 
a competitive market for indus- 


try. 

“Let us sit down and fron out 
our differences,” he. concluded. 
“If so we can have the housing 
and also the preferred Industry.” 
Site and Railway Track 

Replying briefly Mr. Collins 
pointed out he was not opposed 
to housing but stressed the area 
in question was not suitable, that 
in a few years it would be a slum 
area owing to the proximity of 
the railway: track.

New industries located in the 
city would be looking for homes 
for their workers to rent, Also 
industries go to the community, 
where housing was available and 
where sultable help was to be had. 

“Unless these people have 
homes to live in, no industry of 
any size will even consider com- 
ing to Bellevillet’ he said, 

The Mayor felt that the action 
of council in approving the coun- 
ty home property for housing had 
the approval of the great major- 
ity of city taxpayers. The major- 
ity in opposition to housing were 
landlords, “and I do not think city

" ‘Washington, April 30 (CP)— 
Ever see an extraterrestrial an- 
imal? 

Hold on, now—think a min- 


ute, 

Okay, probably not. But ex- 
actly what was that darned 
thing You say you saw galloping 
across the sky that day? 

A flying saucer? ; 

United States air force intelll- 
gence officers admit they're 
baffled by some of the 270 “fly- 
Ing saucers” people claim to 
have seen in the last couple of 
years. 

In searching for. answers, 
these experts say, they consd- 
ered the remote possibility of 
extraterrestrial animals. 

That definition, says the dic- 
tlonary, is an all-embracing 
term for animals “originating or 
existing outside the earth or its 
a re.” 

The air force, in arf official 
report on Its investigation 
flying-saucer phenomena, leaves 


hours on the extraterrestrial 
animal angle. It doesn't squelch 
the whole idea but it holds the 
comment toa minimum: - 
Possibility Remotely Considered 

“The possible existence of 
some sort of strange extrater- 
restriail animals has also been 
remotely considered, as many 
of the objects described acted 
more like animals than anything 
else...”
